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the power to make such traffic and business arrange- 
ments with any and all railway companies in this state 
• and elsewhere as they may deem expedient. The di-
rectors shall have the power to decide the manner and 
proportions in which subscribers to stock and stock-
holders shall pay the money due or equivalent therefor, 
on their respective shares ; also, to forfeit to the use of 
the company the share or shares of any person or per-
sons failing to pay any installments so required at a 

• reasonable period not less than thirty days after the 
day appointed for the payment thereof. 

The directors of said company, or a callearion, 
majority of them, may open books to receive subscrip- 
tions to the capital stock of said company, at such 
time and place as they shall appoint, and shall receive 
such subscriptions under such regulations as they may 
adopt, and may close said books whenever thirty thou-
sand dollars of said stock shall be subscribed.
